Project Head Start seek s 
to supply these needs, to give 
“ poverty 's children” a running 
start when they enter s c ho o l 
this fall. 


Sargent Shriver, com m ander 
of what President John.son calls 
his “ war on poverty .” describes 
the 
future 
for 
disadvantaged 
children: 
“ F^ducators tell us these chil­ 
dren will start the first grade 
already six months to a y ear 
behind children from ‘norm al’ 
homes and families. By third 
grade they will be one y ear tn 18 
months behind By eighth grade 
they will be two y ears behind. 
At 10th grade, if they get that 
far. they will drop out of school 
and into hopeless poverty forev­ 
e r.” 


THUS, SOME 520.000 children 
in 2,fiOfl communities — centered 
heavily in the nation's 300 poor­ 
est counties — are entering the 


newly - created child guidance 


centers across the nation. 


In every state — in e v e r y 


county of some slates — under­ 


privileged y oungsters will get a 


helping hand. 
T he y will be 


taught by trained educators, by 
volunteer aides, by neighbors, 
even by their own parents, who 
are expected to learn a great 
deal themselves in the process. 
It is hoped that parents may 
learn better nutrition, even bet­ 
ter table manners, from helping 
prepare and serve lunches for 
their children. There also will 
be more direct instruction for 
parents so that they m ay help 
their children. 
Out of every 100,000 children 
nearly 37,000 a r e expected to 
have serious medical problems. 
This Includes 500 with active 
tuberculosis, 4,000 who are par­ 
tially blind. 15.000 with ey e diffi­ 
culties. 10.000 who are partially 
deaf, 5,000 cases of nutritional 
anemia. 250 cerebral palsy vic­ 
tims. 2.000 mentally 
retarded 
and others without proper im­ 


munization for diphtheria or tet­ 
anus. 
Some 
children 
came 
from 
Mexican - .American, Indian, or 
other families w he r e English 
normally isn’t spok en at home. 
They will be taught English, the 
language used in school. 


Each program is tailored to 
tit the needs of the y oungsters 
who attend.

Court m any , many times. But 
the recent decision of that court, 
.setting 
aside 
a 
conviction 
of Billy Sol Estes in a Ty ler, 
Tex., court, is lik ely to ignite a 
different aspect 
the subject 
For television as an institution 
tor dis.seminating news is in­ 
volved iiere. and its spok esmen 
will undoubtedly be vociferous 
in its deten.se. 


There were plenty of prece­ 
dents to guide 
the 
Supreme 
Court in this case, notablv a 
principle stated by Justice Biack 
in the famous case of Bridges 
vs California in 1941 The is.sue 
then was the publicatimi of m a­ 
terial in the press, which raised 
an entirely different issue than 
in the Estes caso 


Justice Black , 
speak ing 
for 
the majority ot the court in the 
Bridges case, said that the sub­ 
stantive evil which the 
court 
faced was not “ disrespect for 
the judiciary ," but “ disorderly 
and unfair 
administration 
of 
justice,” 


THE 
QUESTION 
w hi c h 
seemed to concern the c*ourt in 
tlie Pfstes case wa.s not influ­ 
ence from outside 
the 
court­ 
room by television pre.sentalions 
after the pre-trial, but the im­ 
pact of the television parapher­ 
nalia in the courtroom while the 
case was being adjudicated 
ThLs. it seem.s to me. i.s the 
vital point. In his opinion Jus 
tice Clark described the scene 
in colorful detail 
In the pre-trial fiearings the 
defen.se coun.sel moved to pre­ 
vent broadcasting hy radio and 
televi.sion, but the motion was 
denied. 
Thereupon, 
television 
moved in for the k ill. Twelve 
cam eram en in 
the 
courtroom 
were engaged in tak ing motion 
and .still pictures Three micro­ 
phones 
w e r e on the judge’s 
desk ; others were beamed on 
the jury box and the counsel’s 
table. Also, according lo Justice 
Clark , “ cables and wires were 
snak ed acros.s the floor of the 
courtroom .”

The measure 
died in conference between the 
two branches. 
This year, however, the House 
passed a health care-Social Se­ 
curity bill. The margin in the 
April 8 vote was a solid 313-115. 
The .Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee made numerous changes in 
the House bill but preserved all 
of its essential provisions.

The Fourth of July fatality toll shows 
that approximately .5.50 people died in 
highway accidents, but at least 119 per­ 
sons died in 
drowning 
accidents 
and 
another .35 in boating accidents. 
This means there were 28 per cent as 
many drowning and boating fatalities as 
highway fatalities. Yet. only a tiny frac­ 
tion as many Americans went on the wa­ 
ter and into the water as traveled in au­ 
tos, certainly not more than one to a 
hundred. 
It is strange that in the face of this 
stati.stically demonstrable risk so little is 
done to alert the public to water hazards 
Aside from courses in water safety and 
instructions about boating, there is noth­ 
ing that can compare with the nationwide 
publicity to alert drivers against highway 
accidents.

There’s an even more im­ 
portant question that might well 
be ask ed: How should the oc­ 
casion of America’s famous pro­ 
nouncement on the right of self- 
determination of peoples have 
been celebrated’ A golden op­ 
portunity was missed by failing 
to 
dramatize 
and 
publicize 
throughout the world the im­ 
mortal principles written in the 
document proclaimed 189 years 
ago by the founding fathers. 
Condensed 
into simple 
lan­ 
guage, the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence could have been ap­ 
plied to the situations existing 
among the oppres.'ed peoples on 
every continent in the world. 
The rules of international and 
national conduct contained in 
the Declaration are in every 
sense pertinent today. If these 
were tak en to heart by the peo­ 
ples of those countries now liv­ 
ing 
under 
dictatorships, 
the 
whole world might rid it.self of 
the perennial fear of autocratic 
governments which threaten the 
peace. 
The Dec'laration of Indepen­ 
dence expressed no desire to be 
unfriendly to the British people, 
but instead recognized that they 
were them.selves the victims of 
an arbitrary and irresponsible 
monarch whose actions were 
hardly different in many re­ 
spects from some of the rulers 
who today are causing so much 
unhappiness in the world. 


THE BRITISH k ing in 1776 
had, 
for 
instance, 
interfered 
with the right of the American 
colonists to retain the legisla 
live bodies they had formed He 
called together legislative bod­ 
ies “at places, unusual, uncom­ 
fortable, and distant from the 
depository 
of their public rec­ 
ords. for the sole purpose of fa­ 
tiguing them 
into compliance 
with his m easures” 
He also "obstructed the ad­ 
ministration 
of 
justice" 
and 
made "judges dependent on his 
will alone” 
The whole ca.se was summed 
up in the following sentence "A 
prince, w'ho.se character is thii.-; 
mark ed by every act which may 
define a tyrant, is unfit to be 
the ruler of a free people” 
These words have a fateful 
meaning today for the people on 


the mainland of China as well 
as for the peoples of the auto­ 
cracies established in Southeast 
Asia which are financed and 
controlled 
by 
M os c ow 
or 
Peiping. 
But most of all, the principles 
bear directly on the plight of 
the Soviet Union and of the 
Communist - bloc countries in 
Eastern Europe, whose peoples 
are pawns in the hands of the 
ruling oligarchy in Moscow. 


ALTHOUGH the Declaration 
of Independence enumerated the 
basic reasons for initiating a 
revolution against the British 
crown, our forefathers aLso out­ 
lined a philosophy that teaches 
a significant lesson to malcon­ 
tents who are impatient even 
with 
representative processes 
and seek to undermine them, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
existing machinery provides an 
orderly means of redress. The 
following excerpt, rarely quoted 
abroad, is pertinent: 
"Prudence, indeed, will dic­ 
tate that governments long es­ 
tablished should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; 
and accordingly all experience 
hath shewn, that mank ind are 
more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, 
than to 
right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are ac­ 
customed. But when a long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pur­ 
suing invariably the same ob­ 
ject, evinces a design to reduce 
them under absolute despotism, 
it is their right, it is their duty, 
to throw off such government, 
and to provide new guards for 
their future security” 


TRANSLATED into many lan­ 
guages. the.se and other' pas­ 
sages in the Declaration of In­ 
dependence 
could 
become 
a 
most powerful summons to con­ 
certed action by oppres.sed peo­ 
ples everywhere, 
t hi s could 
have 
b e e n 
and 
.still 
can 
be to them the true meaning of 
a worldwide independence day. 
All .sorts of leaflets stressing 
these points could have been 
dropped from 
planes circling 
the earth The Comsat mechan- 
i.sm, which permus instantane­ 
ous contact with all parts of the 
world by radio, could have been 
utilized effectively.

necessary funds fo*- fhis world­ 
wide missionary 
effort would 
have been provided by Congress 
if there had been a leadership 
by citizens’ groups 
Money is appropriated annual­ 
ly for the Voice of America, but 
no activity carried on bv that 
division of the U.S Information 
Agency could accomplish more 
for the benefit of mank ind than 
a campaign giving a timely ex­ 
planation and emphasis to the

damental. underlying tie among 
Protestant. Orthodox and Catho­ 
lic. 
The Vatican Council’s historic 
decree on ecumenism, promul­ 
gated last December, makes the 
same point.

ANSWER: Matches have been a ble.ssing to mankind, and 
yet they have always been a danger, too. The first matches 
appearing in 1827. gave off dangerous fumes when struck. L 
was not until 1911 that a formula for coating them with a kind 
of chemical, sesquisulphide of phospherous, was worked out in 
a way which would not be dangerous in the American climate. 
There was. and still is, however, danger connected with large 
wooden matches ¡type on top of picturei for they can be 
struck anywhere. Rats and mice may gnaw at the heads of 
the matches and set them off. They should be kept in metal 
containers. Children love to play with them and have caused 
many fires while doing so. These dangers led to the invention 
of safety matches, which can only be lighted by striking them 
on a special surface. Book matches are a more convenient 
form of safety matches, easy to carry in the pocket. At first 
these, too. were dangerous, because the striking surface was 
on the inside and .striking one match might .set off the whole 
book. But when this surface was moved to the outside, the
